New York, Jan. 3.—An agreement to 
abolish 
rebating 
on premiums 
has 
been entered into 
by the New York 
L ife Insurance company, the>E|juitable 
Life Assurance society and th e‘Mutual 
Life 
Insurance company. 
Announce­ 
ment was made during 
the day that 
Grover Cleveland had been appointed 
referee to decide all questions in dis­ 
pute that may arise in such m atters 
and that his salary as referee will be 
$12,000 per annum, to be paid jointly' 
by the three 
companies. 
Mr. Cleve­ 
land has accepted with the understand- 
ing that the officers of the three com ­ 
panies are to second him in his efforts 
to stop rebating. 
A similar appoint 
tnent was held by the late Thomas B. 
Reed. 
Any agent who gives rebates 
will be dismissed from servil e and will 
not lie re-employed by any of the com 
panics that are parties to the a g re e ­ 
ment. 
> It is the desire of the companies to 
Secure the co-operation of all other life 
insurance 
companies in this 
a g re e ­ 
ment. 
It was said that if rebating can 
be entirely abolished first years p re m ­ 
iums can be reduced.

Repetition of the Revolt at Moscow 
Deemed Impossible. 
Moscow, Jan. 3.—Governor General 
Doubassofi in an interview said: 
“ I consider a repetition of the revolt 
in 
Moscow to 
be 
impossible. 
The 
Teds' have alienated the sympathy of 
a large portion of 
the Liberals, who 
have been inclined to look with som e­ 
thing more than complacency on the 
idea 
of 
an 
armed 
uprising. 
T he 
events of the past few days, however, 
have tilled th -rn with horror and have 
driven the Liberals and even the rad! 
cals to the side 
of the government, 
which alone is able to preserve order. 
Most of the ringleaders of tho revolt 
have either been 
kill 'd or arrested 
and 
practically all the arms 
which 
they 
have 
been 
accumulating 
for 
months have been captured. 
No m a t 
tor what the inclination of those still 
at liberty may be I am convinced th at 
they will not again be able to precipi­ 
tate a reign of terror.” 
While declining to 
give details of 
the losses, as his investigations have 
not yet been completed, the governor 
general pointed out that these losses 
were greatly exaggerated. 
This,

applied to the 
property 
losses. The only Large establishments 
which had been burned were the Setin 
printery, which was valued at $500, 
OOO, the Schmidt furniture factory, and 
part of the 
Manontoff factories. 
The 
damage done ny shells and shrapnel to 
the factories and houses could be re­ 
paired at comparatively 
small cost. 
Most of the houses burned were inex­ 
pensive wooden 
structures, 
but the 
heaviest loss, the 
governor general 
said, was to the commercial interests 
which, on the eve of the holidays, were 
damaged to the extent of several mil­ 
lions. 
The number of persons arrested was 
large, the governor general said, but 
most of them would be released with 
out even being

mality of a trial.

The total shortage 
for seven y e a rs 
is $541,408.50, from 
which will be deducted approximately 
$15,oo0 for unauthorized but warrant 
cd expenditures. 
Everett gave It as 
his opinion that the total shortage foi 
eighteen 
y e a rs 
would fall 
slightly 
short of $1,000,0O0, stating that large 
amounts 
of forged script 
had been 
found in ESST and 1889, but no totals 
or estimates on these years had yet 
been made. 
The report censures the officers oi

ter, Louise, aged twenty-three, and his 
son Chester, 
aged sixteen, 
all lying 
dead, 
rho 
wife 
aud the 
son and 
daughter had 
apparently 
been mur­ 
dered with a n axe. 
A single-barreled 
shotgun lying near his corpse and the 
fact that his head was almost entirely 
blown oft showed how Fan n er Barnum 
himself had met his end. 
The appearance of the house indi­ 
cated that the family had just finished 
breakfast w hen the insane and mur­ 
derous frenzy of the father broke out. 
Evidently th e re had been a terrible 
struggle, as the motlier and children 
battled for their lives. 
The dining­ 
room was all bespattered with blood, 
even the ceiling. 
Under the dining­ 
room table 
lay the father’s 
body, a 
gun across his knee. 
Apparently ho 
had taken th e muzzle into his mouth 
before pulling the trigger. 
There w a s blood on the h a n d l e of 
the axe, 
but 
the blade 
had 
been 
washed. 
In 
the diningroom, 
where 
the body of the father was found, lay 
also that of the daughter. 
The son’s

was 
in the 
kitchen.

killed and 1,065 wounded.

The trriops lost nine killed, of whom

officers, 
and 
fifty-one 
wounded.

wounded were a n u m b e r of children, 
the returns generally showing that in­ 
nocent persons sufferer! lh*- heaviest. 
Th*- final figures of the casualties will 
closely approach 2,500.

T he following is taken from a writeup 
in the Duluth News-Tribune of the Lake 
Superior Iron ore records for the past 
year, written by D w ight E. Woodbridge: 
“In new district.4* about Lake Superior 
exploration has progressed with consid­ 
erable activity. Tho most interesting 
of these is the Deerwood and Brainerd 
region in a district th a t presents almost 
no surface indications. This was care­ 
fully studied out by Cuyler Adams with 
the aid of the dip needle. He, and others 
who have followed his lead, have found 
lines of magnetic attraction with a 
strike generally northeast by east and 
southwest by west, usually practically 
parallel, and at some points of their 
work quite numerous. 
“ Drilling has been conducted above 
and near these lines and a largo ton­ 
nage of low grade ores has been shown 
up. 
From 20 to .TO drills have been em ­ 
ployed in this work all the year, and it 
was supposed a year ago that by tho 
close of 1905 it would bo possible to d e ­ 
term ine quite accurately the probabili­ 
ties of the district, 
h u t it is difficult 
to determine m uch with vertical holes 
in a vertical formation, such as this ap 
pears to be. 
A few drill holes show a 
non bessemer ore suitable for foundry 
use in quantity sufficient to mine. 
A 
few more have shown seams of mer 
chantable ore. 
Scores of holes Iwve 
been sunk through oil running from 
20 to loper cent iron, high in phosphate, 
high in manganese, and the tonnage of 
this rock exposed is probably 
very 
great. Some of the ore is very high in 
manganese, but tho combined analysis 
is, in most cases so low as to make it of 
little worth. 
A great many million tons 
have been shown in the district up to 
date, but the bulk of it is mere rock. 
W ith so much of this lean ore it will be 
surprising if somewhere, in addition to 
the comparatively light tonnages of 
good material th a t have so far been 
shown, other finds are not made. 
S c a t­ 
tered along the district are from TO to 
40 drills, all hard at work. 
One shaft 
has been sunk and a crosscut has been 
driven through the ore.”

The case of B. F. Boyd, which was on 
trial at G rand Rapids, has been decided 
against tho defendant. 
Boyd, who is a 
resident of Brainerd, but who was form­ 
erly a village marshal at Blackduck, 
was charged with having killed a cow 
moose in November, 1904, near N o r b ­ 
orne. 
He was found guilty by the ju st­ 
ice at N orborne, and sentenced to pay 
a line of $50 and costs. 
He appealed to 
the district court. 
The case was heard 
at Grand Rapids, when Judge Spooner 
denied the appeal and Boyd paid tho 
tine imposed by th'3 justice, which, with 
the costs, amounted to 
about $300. 
Beecher W ard, who was arrested on the 
charge of shipping a cow moose from 
N orborne to his homo at Fairm ont, and 
who was tried by the same justice, was 
also found guilty and fined $50 and 
costs. 
He appealed to the district 
court, and his case will come up for 
hearing at the February term. 
The 
conviction of Boyd is considered a sig­ 
nal victory for the state game and fish 
commission.

County Commissioners Sell Contract to 


Construct Bridge at Public 


Auction 
A rather unusual occurrence took 
place 
at 
the 
county commissioners 
meeting on Tuesday, but it resulted in 
saving tho county several hundred dol­ 
lars. 
Bids for the construction of an addi­ 
tion to the bridge at the Long lake nar­ 
rows had been advertised to be opened 
at 2 o’clock. 
At th a t time five bids 
were opened and read ranging from 
$1419.68 to $1650 on plans and specifica­ 
tions submitted, but each bidder made 
another offer on various changes in the 
plans th a t they all thought were neces­ 
sary to get a good bridge. 
A Mr. Butler, representing the H ew itt j 
Bridge Co., of Minneapolis, was present, 
and he addressed the commissioners at 
some length on the plans, showing th at 
a good bridge would not be the result 
if constructed according to them. 
Ho 
then offered to construct a bridge on 
the changes he indicated was necessary, 
for $1850. 
P. G. Fogelstrom, a local 
bidder, then offered to do the same 
thing for $1825, and Mr. Butler in turn 
made it $1800. 
Someone then suggested 
that all bids be rejected and the plans 
amended as suggessted by Mr. Butler 
to make a bridge strong enough to carry 
a traction engine, anti then put tho con­ 
tract at action. 
On motion this was 
done and the bidders were given until I 
o’clock to figure on the new deal. 
At 
that hour, with Auditor M ahlum offici­ 
ating as the auctioneer, the contract 
was sohl at public auction. 
Mr. Butler 
started the bidding at $1900, when Mr. 
Fogelstrom and Mr. Bergh, of Smiley, 
got into the game and bid each other 
down until the 
bridge 
was finally 
awarded to Mr. Fogelstrom at $1360 
Mr. Butler butting in every once in 
awhile to tell what he was going to do 
in the end, but it was evident to all th at 
it was a game of his to get the two local 
men to cut each other. 
Anyway the 
county, as a result gets the bridge con 
structed at quite a sum less than the 
original bid, and gets a bridge with a 
carrying power nearly three times as 
great as the original plans contemplat 
ed. 
Mr. Fogelstrom, the successful bidder, 
then created something of a sensation 
by announcing th a t Mr. Butler offered 
him $100 if ho would got out and not 
bid. 
The incident certainly created a 
warm feeling for some time.
